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In August, | took a trip to Japan to see my favorite Jazz 
music group "Casiopea" playing in the city of Nagoya. 


Upon booking my trip, | asked my American travel agent 
(who is from Japan) to try to keep my travel costs low as | 
knew it could get expensive. In addition, | also asked him to 
give me a few days in Tokyo and Honolulu as | wanted to 
participate in the Hawaiian QSO Party as a guest operator 
aboard the retired battleship USS Missouri anchored at 
Ford Island in Pearl Harbor. My agent was able to get mea 
three leg round trip air fare, LAX to Tokyo, Nagoya to Hono- 
lulu and Honolulu to LAX for only $1100. And, good hotels 
in Tokyo and Nagoya for a typical $130 to $150 per night. 


Upon arrival in Tokyo, the first thing that may impress you 
is the efficiency of services everywhere including transpor- 
tation arriving and departing on time, common courtesies, 
and personal appearance of people. Professional attitudes 
abound from service workers everywhere. During my sight- 
seeing in Tokyo, | was busy constantly with a "go get 'em", 
don’t stop now, keep moving attitude. Much good walking 
combined with public transportation. | visited many districts 
and wards via the world famous Tokyo subway system in- 
cluding Shinjuku, Asakusa, Ginza, Akihabara, Tokyo Dome 
and others. The Tokyo subway system and the Japanese 
railway or "JR" lines nationwide are not hard to navigate as 
it seems all system maps and station signs include some 
essential English for world visitors. Buying a ticket may be a 
challenge at first from a ticket machine but it didn’t take 
long to figure that out either. Also, it seems most all bigger 
train and subway stations in and around Tokyo have at 
least one or two ticket agents with limited Basic English. 
And while | was on the trains, stops where announced in 
English also. Food and hotels can be pricey in Japan but 
public transportation can be very affordable. An all-day To- 
kyo subway pass was only about $10 usd. McDonald's res- 
taurants to my surprise had pricing very close to USA pric- 
es. A big Mac was only 350 Yen, about $3.68. 


Bottom Line: It is not hard to get around Tokyo as an Amer- 
ican. Do not be intimidated! 


Akihabara (Electric City) or "Radio Row" as many use to 
call it, is still home to many electronics shops including a 
few Ham shops. Today, the area has hundreds of electron- 
ics shops, ranging from tiny one man stalls specializing in a 
particular electronic component to large electronics retailers 
lining the main Chuo Dori street and the crowded side 
streets around Akihabara. They offer everything from the 
newest computers, cameras, televisions, smart phones, 
electronics parts and ham gear to second-hand goods and 
electronic junk. There is however less presence of analog 
electronic devices today. Digital devices abound through- 
out. 
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Since | last visited 27 years ago, Akihabara has developed 
into a center of Japanese otaku and anime culture, and doz- 
ens of stores specializing in anime, Manga, retro video 
games, figurines, card games and other collectibles which 
have filled the spaces between the electronics retailers In ad- 
dition to shops, various other animation related establish- 
ments have become popular in the area, and manga kissaten 
("comics cafes"), a type of internet cafe where customers can 
read comics and watch DVDs in addition to having access to

Since around 2000, cafes called "maid cafes" have opened in 
Akihabara. In maid cafes, typical manga-style maids serve 
tea and cakes. When a guest comes to the cafe, maids say 
"Welcome home, Master" even if it is the guest's first time 
there, because the maids play the role of maids belonging to 
the guest's mansion. Similarly, they say "Have a nice day, 
Master" when the guest leaves. During the Masters stay at 
the cafe, a good time is had including entertainment, eating, 
drinking and pampering the guests. The purpose of the Maid 
cafe is to make the guest feel at home and relaxed. There are 
no sexual overtones in Maid cafes and the maids in the cafe 
fill a similar roll as the Geisha -- they are both entertainers. 


While | was walking the side streets of Akihabara looking for 
Ham shops, | came across several lovely young ladies 
dressed in French Maid attire, on the street corners, handing 
me maid cafe literature and pointing me the way to the cafes. 
| then had a tough choice - Yaesu or Yuki ? Sadly, | picked 
Yaesu. | found the Ham shops, eyed the eye candy there in- 
cluding the new Kenwood TS-990 and ran out of time for the 
Maid cafes. | will return next year for green tea with Yuki per- 
haps. 


A word here about buying Ham gear in Japan. Most if not all 
gear is sold with a Japanese domestic warranty, meaning if it 
goes bad, you would have to send it back to Japan and pay 
the freight. Also, most all VHF UHF transceivers are sold with 
the Japanese band plans in them (144/430 MHz). Where you 
might be interested in Ham gear purchases would be in the 
solid state amplifiers, small to medium size antennas, and 
any other accessories not available in the USA that you could 
tote with you back on the airplane or in your luggage. My 
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travel agent suggested | could bring back up to $800 worth 
of gear without paying customs.

The store PA system announcements sometimes heard 
in Chinese language as there are frequent Taiwanese 
visitors. My hotel manager told me mainland Chinese 
visitors are being discouraged from visiting (by the 
Beijing government) due to the dispute over 
Senkaku/Diaoyu island. 


Upon completion of my time in Tokyo, | took the Japanese 
"Bullet train" or "Shinkansen" to Nagoya. This famous train 
reached speeds over 160 MPH and again like so many 
other things in Japan, a real class act! The rail bed was 
smooth all the way to Nagoya. It reminded me of an air- 
plane ride with stewardess like girls going down the aisles 
serving drinks and snacks complete with fold down tray ta- 
bles in the seat in front of you. 


| arrived in Nagoya, had a great time there also, including 
my music concert and 3 days later departed for Honolulu. 
Arrived in Honolulu just in time to help the Hams of the Bat- 
tleship Missouri radio club run Pearl Harbor for the Hawaii 
QSO party. It was a lot of fun and they welcome visitor 
Hams every year to assist them operating during the con- 
test held during the last weekend in August. If you need info 
for this please contact me via email (club roster) or Bill 
KH600. 


Looking back on this, my regrets are not brushing up on my 
Japanese prior to travel. | hope to return to Japan next year 
to take in more of Tokyo and also see perhaps Osaka and 
Kyoto. As hams, if you decide on a trip to Tokyo try to time 
it with the Tokyo Hamfest also on the last week of August.

It also is 
sold with a Japanese domestic warranty and | con- 
sider this version not attractive for purchase in Ja- 
pan for use here in USA. It is also likely more expen- 
sive than offered by US Ham dealers. 
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Fig 05: The IC-7700 is a good example of a radio ready 
for use in the USA. It has no Japanese banding issues 
since it is HF and 6 meters. It likely comes with an In- 
struction manual that has English and it is not a low 
power version. Only one BIG problem....it costs $7,700 
USD, about $1000 more than what you could buy one 
here in the states. Japanese only warranty also. 
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You are better off buying it in USA.

Auction Rules 


The OCARC Annual Auction will take place on Friday evening, October 18th, 2013, at 7:00 PM at the 
American Red Cross facility located at 600 N. Parkcenter Drive, Santa Ana. The room will open at 6:00 
PM to allow registration, set-up and viewing. All buyers and sellers are welcome. The following rules for 
the auction will be in effect: 


1. 
2 


Only ham radio or electronic equipment / items will be auctioned (i.e.: no fishing equipment, etc) 
Buyers and Sellers must register at the door with the OCARC Treasurer. There is NO 
registration fee. 


3. Sellers should number each item in their lot. A tag should indicate the minimum bid they expect. 


4. Only 3 items from a Sellers lot will be auctioned during each turn. After auctioning 3 items, the 


auctioneer will move on to the next lot. After the first 3 items from every lot have been offered for 
bidding, the auctioneer will start the second round of auctioning with the next 3 items in lot #1. 


Auction bidding will take place as follows: 
a. $0.00-to-$5.00 bidding will take place in $0.50 increments. 
b. Over-$5.00-to-$50.00 bidding will take place in $1.00 increments. 
c. Over-$50.00-to-$100.00 bidding will take place in $5.00 increments. 
d. Over-$100.00 bidding will be in $10.00 increments. 
Rules 4 and 5 may be changed at the auctioneer’s discretion to expedite the auction. 


7. Payments for purchased items are due at the end of the auction and shall be by cash or check 


with the appropriate ID. No two-party checks or credit cards are allowed. Disbursements to the 
Sellers will be by OCARC check, only. Sellers will be charged 10% of the selling price for items 
sold by OCARC. 


A special table will be set up for donated items. The proceeds of donated items will go to the OCARC.

Ever try to use up your emergency food because it was getting old? Did you find yourself turning to 
fresher or more palatable food? Or it just wasn't convenient enough? Here is a list of long-shelf-life 
food items that are quick and easy to prepare, and that taste nearly as good as, or better than, slow- 
cook or frozen items. As they say, "store what you eat, eat what you store..." 


Canned Food: 
Amy's Chunky Tomato Bisque Low Sodium 
*** Excellent, all natural ingredients, no added salt; light, sweet "tomatoey” flavor. 
(has organic cane sugar) 
Shelf-Life: 30 months. 
Mary Kitchen Corned Beef Hash 
** A good source of protein. 
Fry in butter for 5 to 7 minutes to make crispy. 
Best with barbecue sauce to cut the oiliness. 
Shelf-Life: 35 months. 
Campbell's Cream of Mushroom Soup 
** Pour over toast (do not add water) and heat with frozen peas. 
Shelf-Life: 16 months. 
Campbell's French Onion Condensed Soup 
i A different taste, not bad. Good when smothered 
with the milder flavor of a toasted slice of baguette and melted cheese. 
(Il recommend against using processed cheese product; 
they have flavorings to cover their processed taste that overpower this soup.) 
(high in sodium) 
Shelf-Life: 23 months. 
Campbell's Tomato Condensed Soup 
x Good taken up with a grilled cheese sandwich. 
Shelf-Life: 23 months.

** — Good heated and mashed with lots of melted salted butter.

Yield: 12 bug buns 
Prep 30 mins Rise 10 mins Bake 15 mins 


Ingredients 


1 1/4 cups shredded mozzarella cheese (5 ounces) 

1 14 1/2ounce can pizza sauce 

1 16 ounce package frozen white roll dough (12 rolls), thawed 
1 egg white 

water 

Sesame seeds 

36 pretzel sticks 

12 pretzel nuggets 


Directions 
1. Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. Line a baking sheet with parchment paper; set aside. 


2. In a small bowl combine mozzarella cheese and 1/3 cup of the pizza sauce. Using a rolling pin or your fingers, 
roll or stretch one of the dinner rolls to a 4-inch circle. Spoon a slightly rounded tablespoon of the cheese mixture 
on top of the dough round. In another small bowl whisk together egg white and the water; brush the edges of the 
dough circle with the egg white mixture. Gather the dough edges together and pinch to make a ball. Place, seam 
side down, on the prepared baking sheet. Repeat with the remaining rolls and cheese mixture to make 12 balls. 


3. Brush dough balls with egg white mixture; sprinkle with sesame seeds. Halve each pretzel stick. For legs, push 
three pretzel stick halves into dough on one side of each ball and three on the other side of each ball. For head, 
place a pretzel nugget on top of each ball. Let rise in a warm place for 10 minutes. Bake in the preheated oven for 
15 to 18 minutes or until golden. (Bug buns may leak cheese and sauce onto parchmentthis makes them look 


creepy.) 


4. Meanwhile, in a small saucepan heat the remaining pizza sauce over medium heat until heated through. Serve 
warmed pizza sauce with bug buns.
